Rock Gardens Easy to Build
and Attractive In Any Yard

While the southern part of California may not be quite 
as well adapted to this type of gardening as the north 
Pacific slope, yet splendid Tesults may be obtained and an 
even greater variety, of materials used though more 
attention "needs to be given to exposure and watering,

It was considered that rock gar­ 
dening could be p'ra'c'tlscd only on 
large grounds; In later days,' how­ 
ever, the small rock garden has 
become Increasingly popular both 
In England and America. One 
reason for this popularity Is the 
opportunity It 'affords to grow a 
great variety of plants perennials, 
bulbs, annuals and even small 
shrubs In a small space and, with 
a few of eaoh, to create a beauti­ 
ful, picture.

or the small rock garde

Old 
bricks, mortur. gravel or rock," use

Above this 
place n foot of sandy loam with 
ionic stone chlpd or snivel mixed 
n.

The stone to use will be govern­ 
ed by convenience, but stone of 
the neighborhood will always look 
natural. Rough stone, Irregular In 
shape Is best and not too many 
large or many small pieces should 
be used. In placing the rocks, try 
to simulate a natural out-cropping. 
Place them on theiit broadest 
side and sink tlieifi well into the 
ground. DO not use too many  
remember, you are building a rock 
garden, not u rock pile.

Most Important In placing the 
itones Is to make them slope In­ 

ward so that foiling water will 
be .curried down to the roots of 
the plants. Arrange little buys and 
promontories and sweeping curves 
rather than straight lines.

Exposure Is not < very Important 
as success may be gained, facing 
in any direction providing the 
proper subjects are used. Facing 
west or south, use more sun loving 
plants,-' facing east or north, r.athei 
the real alplnes.

Commonest of Ills. 
Colds Are Costly

Average Person Has Two 
Colds A Year, But Sus­ 

ceptibility Varies

How common Is the " "common 
cold ?" 

Colds nre the commonest of all

The average person In tho 
United States has two colds a 
year. About one-fourth of the 
nation ha« three or more colds a 
year and only n small portion 
has less than one cold annually. 
Only a very few lucky pcopta 
never catch" cold at all. More than 
half the absences from school aru 
caused by colds. The cost to 
business In lost time due to colds 
each year Is enormous, amounting 
to many millions In lost wages and 
service.

Colds occur throuRhout the wprld 
from the equator to the arctic. 
They are most common and pro­ 
duce most harm In the largo lh~ 
dustrlal centers of the temperate 
zone, .but they occur even In the 
warm and balmy tropics. In mild­ 
er climates, such .as the West 
Indies, California or Flordla. colds 
are less severe Omn In the north 
and are seldom followed by serious 
after effects. Thus many elderly 
people and Invalids who arc par­ 
ticularly susceptible to the serious 
effects of colds often avoid' this 
difficulty by a winter migration 
to the -south. February and March 
are months to go.

Two "Cold Seasons" .,
  There are two. chief seasons 
for colds. The first season begins 
early,in October. Thla soon comes 
Into full bloom and then grad­ 
ually fades. Fall colds are usually
 hart five   to seven days and 
ate seldom .followed by pneumonia 
or other serious consequnces.

 ' The second season for colds be­ 
gins sometime after Christmas 
and such colds are 'In full flower 
In most communities by %Fcbruary. 
The after-effects of the winter 
colds arc sometimes troublesome; 
occasionally they are' serious.
